For. example, “the fall, 
blond, long-headed .type Js. most 
prevalent in Scandinnovia ‘and .that 
region has produced no ancient 
civilisation at all comparable with 
those produced by people of the 
dark Mediterranean type.

The scientists made short work of 
the attempt to find a basis In science 
‘for a mythical theory of. “race” in- 
vented by ‘German polit{icinns and 
highly -flattering to the German 
people, This theory declares that if 
you find, in any mixed national 
group, certain qualities, notably 
initiative and leadership, you may be 
sure -that the members of the group 
exhibiting these qualities belong to 
the “Nordic" elements of the popula- 
tion, and are the representatives of 
an original “Nordic” race, tall, blond 
men with long heads. 

Mr. Julian Huxley has written a 


.{-bricl pamphlet. on_the subject, _and. 


has mentioned some facts for which 
the theory ‘in question cannot 
account,. For example, the tall, 
blond, long-hended ‘type ‘is most 
prevalent in Scandinavia: and that 
region has produced no ancient 
civilisation at all comparable with 
those produced by people of the 
dark -Mediterrancan type. More- 
over, the grent individual leaders of 
thought ond action have .certainly 
not been of the “Nordic”. type. In 
point of fact the greatest strides in 
clvilisation have been taken fn coun- 
tries where mixed types predomin- 
nte. 

It Is hard‘to understand how any- 
one with even .an elementary ac- 
quaintance with history can bring 
himself to believe in the existence 
of a “pure” race,,a community Into 
which there has been no infusion 
of “foreign” elements. Even among 
a highly clannish people like the.

up to the time of my-escape. 
happened at half-paat three one 
morning in the first week of the

Hitherto no such 
support has been forthcoming.and as 
Jong as it fails us we cannot be exe 
pected to undertake this which the 
common interests of the United 
States and Britain might otherwise 
enjoin.
